100* LGBTQ+ U.S. Government employees 


The number of U.S. LGBTQ+ government officials is well beyond the confines of this 
list of 100+. A comprehensive list would include each of the estimated 10,000 US 
citizens who lost their government jobs in the 1950s alone. This purge was exacerbated 
by Harry Truman’s Executive Order 10450 of 1953 which gave “sexual perversion” as a 
valid reason for dismissal or refusal to hire based on the false assumption that a 
homosexual was a security risk. There was never any evidence that such was the case, in 
fact, what evidence there was proved the exact opposite (see Crittenden Report, 1957). 
The government buried these findings and created a scare from nothing and then rode in 
on a white horse to save the country — by making their own people i//egal. They became 
the masters of fake news - they made up evidence to satisfy the reasons for such a 
draconian stance. There has never been a single documented case in which a person’s 
sexuality has ever been used to blackmail a person to gain state secrets or otherwise 
compromise state security — nothing ever indicated a need for this homophobic position 
and there was never any evidence to support this position — only bigoted, failed humans 
telling stupid people that it is so. The single documented attempt of the USSR to 
blackmail a US citizen with threats of revealing their homosexuality failed in 1957 
because the target, CIA employee Joseph Alsop, came out to authorities beforehand. 


Yet no one in any of the many US intelligence agencies looked at this and said “Jf we 
keep forcing gay men into the closet, aren’t we creating a problem where none exists? If 
they were out, there would be no threat of blackmail.” But such is the unfathomably wide 
gap between working for an intelligence agency and actually being intelligent. Military 
intelligence isn’t the only example of an oxymoron in government intelligence circles. 


Homophobia does kill, proven by the self-loathing gay men included on this list like 
Robert Cutler who suggested the inclusion of sexual perversion in Truman’s Order and 
Roy Cohn, the sick gay man who took pleasure in persecuting gay men during the 
Lavender Purge under Senator Joe McCarthy. These cheap facsimiles of men rightfully 
belong to the set of hideous people who memory should be wiped completely from this 
planet; men so vile they are not worth the amount of oxygen they consumed while alive; 
they are murderers. Yet, without remembering them and their acts, the truth gets lost, and 
when history is not remembered, it repeats. Traitors at the highest levels of the US 
government did not first happen as a result of the 2016 Presidential election; Hitler had 
Nazi agents working the halls of the US Capitol between 1934 and 1941. Never 
underestimate the ignorance and willful stupidity of the average citizen; you do so at your 
own peril.
